‘To endeavour 
to avert from the Potawatamies and Miamies, the sate 
which has attended many of their kindred tribes, isa du- 
iy sanctioned by a regard for the national reputation, and 
by every humane and philanthropic consideration. As. 
the best means of accomplishing so desirable a result, and 
of securing the happiness of the aboriginal race, your me- 
morialists respectfully and earnestly urge the adoption of 
measures, to induce the Indians, within this state to aban- 
don, from choice, those narrow forests, where they can now 
acquire but a precarious aad scanty subsistence, and to 
emigrate to the country west of the Mississippi, which is 
30 much better adapted to their wants and their habits.
